A New Report on the 
Assassination of John P. Kennedy 

In May of 1972, Medical Times was honored when Dr. John K. Lat- 
timer of the Columbia University College of Physicians and Surgeons 
selected this journal to present his report “Observations Based on a Re- 
view of the Autopsy Photographs, X-Rays, and Related Materials of 
the Late President John F. Kennedy.” We again feel privileged this 
month as Dr. Lattimer has selected us to publish the latest of his family’s 
investigation into the assassination: “The Kennedy-Connally One Bullet 
Theory: Further Circumstantial and Experimental Evidence.” 

As you may recall, Dr. Lattimer was the first non-governmental per- 
son to be permitted to view and study the Kennedy autopsy material. 
There were good reasons for selecting him. Dr. Lattimer is a medical 
historian of some repute and he and his family have accumulated one 
of the world’s largest archives of original materials pertinent to both the 
Kennedy and Lincoln assassinations. For example, they own Oswald’s 
rifle score book from the Marine Corps and a large number of letters 
and exhibits from both the Lincoln and Kennedy investigations. 

In all of their own investigations, they have left nothing to chance or 
hearsay. Dr. Lattimer was able to acquire and test four rifles and tele- 
scopes exactly like Oswald’s. (He had examined the actual rifle in detail 
at the National Archives.) He is a ballistics expert and has probably 
fired more Oswald-type cartridges, in Oswald-type rifles, at replicas of 
Oswald’s target than any other person, including Oswald. 

We believe this new paper is, like its predecessor, of significant his- 
torical value. It very effectively answers those who insist that Lee Harvey 
Oswald could not have killed John Kennedy alone.
